Maxine Elliott, the American act¬ 
ress, has added to her popularity 
among American women by giv ing the 
English women aid through her 
gracious interviews with David Lloyd 
George and Winston Churchill, who 
promised, after a conversation with 
Miss Elliott, to consider the demands 
of English suffragists. For when it 
comes to the suffrage cause, a woman 
is a woman whether she be lighting 
for the ballot in the Republic of 
America or in the British Isles, and 
the diversified talents of all women are 
being lent for the success of the move¬ 
ment the world over. A letter of ap¬ 
preciation has been sent to Miss Elliott 
from the Los Angeles.suffragists. 

The Park Commissioners of Los 
Angeles are asking the women to help 
them bring about a realization of their 
many elaborate plans for beautifying 
the city. At the opening of Central 
Park, on July 1st, a member of the 
Park Commission declared that with¬ 
out the aid of women they were help¬ 
less in their endeavors. Such pleas 
confirm the claims of the suffragists 
that the women of a city, plus ttieir 
vote, are an incalculable assistance 
in all municipal matters.

AGRICULTURE IN UNIVERSITIES 


Dr. A. C. True Advocates Such a Sys¬ 
tem in Speech. 

Dr. A. C. True, director of agricul¬ 
tural experiment stations. Department 
of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., 

gave an address on the subject of 
‘Fundamental Principles of Agricul¬ 
tural Progress” before the members 

of the Commonwealth Club at the 

Palace Hotel, San Francisco, recently. 

Dr. True said that American agri 
culture was just passing out of the 
pioneer stage, and all classes were 
beginning to see that agriculture is 
the great basal industry and entitled 
to the serious consideration of all 

people. 

“On the success of the 30,000,000 
people on our 6,000,000 farms, who j 
produce an annual wealth of $9,000, 
000,000,” he said, “depends the life, 
comfort and prosperity of the other 
60,000,000 engaged in trade, manufac¬ 
turing,.transportation, the professions 
and governments.” 

He said that the permanent success j 
of agriculture depends not simply on 
production, but on the solution of 5 
numerous economic and social prob¬ 
lems. Universities and colleges, he j 
declared, should be encouraged to 
study these problems profoundly, and 
train the future leaders along these 
lines.

TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


Actual construction work is to be I 
commenced with a few days on an 
electric railroad between Sacramento 
and Woodland. 

With the three cruisers now being 
repaired at Mare Island and the pre- 
I liminary work well under way for the 
construction of the new collier, things 
are humming at the navy yard. Thurs¬ 
day the largest call of the year for 
help was sent out, when eighty-five 
mechanics were sent for. Within 
ninety days close to 3000 men will be 
employed at Mare Island. 

A complete check of the persons 
who were passengers on the ill-fated 
steamer Santa Rosa indicates that all 
are accounted for, and that aside from 
the death of the second officer and 
three seamen, no other lives were lost 
in the disaster off Point Arguello, ac¬ 
cording to a statement given out bv 
officials of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company. 

The Fox mine, operating by the 
dredging process near San Andreas, 
has been closed down by an injunc- 
Court for obstructing the navigability 
Court for obseructing the navigability 
of the San Joaquin river. 

Because of the fact that grapes are 
expected to ripen very late this year, 
the San Ramon valley’s great grape 
festival has been postponed hy the 
committee in charge until October 7th. 

That Oakland should be declared a 
separate port of entry in the interest 
of the city’s trade was the opinion of 
the progress and prosperity committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce as ex¬ 
pressed at its recent meeting, and a 
committee of three was appointed to 
investigate the matter and to report 
to the Chamber of Commerce the re¬ 
sult of its investigatilons. 

Captain Leon Francis has been 
elected Major of the Fifth Infantry, ! 
National Guard of California, defeat- 1 
ing Captain Rushton McConnell of 
Company G of Alameda by a vote of 
15 to 9 for the place left vacant by the 
tragic death of Major M. W. Simpson 
several months ago. At an election 
held two weeks ago Francis received 
the majority of the votes, but, through 
some technicality brought up by Mc¬ 
Connell, the figures were thrown out 
and another election was ordered. 

Ways and means for straightening, 
dredging and clearing the crookedest 
stream in California—the Mokelumne 
river—and making it navigable for a 
distance of about eleven miles above 
Taison are to be gone into at a meet¬ 
ing to be held next Friday at the Ray 
schoolhouse, in the northern part of 
San Joaquin county. There are places 
where its course runs 1000 feet to 
make a distance of 150 feet. The cut¬ 
offs planned will eradicate all of these 
1 bends. 

It is estimated that this season fully 
1000 cars of Tokay grapes will be pre 
cooled in the largest plant of the kind 
used for grapes on the Coast. It is 
I being constructed at Lodi under the 
supervision of J. M. Appleton for the 
Pacific Fruit Cooling and the San 
Joaquin Vaporizing Company and the 
Table Grape Growers’ Association.

THREE HUNDRED 

DIEJN FLAMES 

Vast Area in Canada Has Been 
Swept Bare by Fire 

Reports to Toronto, Canada, from 
Northern Ontario are that the forest 
fires which for several days have 
swept over a section of country ex¬ 
tending 300 miles northward from 
North Bay and covering a wide section 
east and west either have been ex¬ 
tinguished or are under control. 

The towns of Cochrane, South Por¬ 
cupine and Pottsville have been oblit¬ 
erated. The known dead total 122, 
the majority of whom lost their lives 
at South Porcupine. There are be¬ 
lieved to have been many other fatal¬ 
ities and estimates based upon unver¬ 
ified reports run as high as 400. 

A relief train has left North Bay 
for Porcupine with supplies. Plenty 
of funds have been subscribed for im¬ 
mediate help, 

Great Area Swept Bare. 

Refugees from the burned area say 
that it covers 10,000 square miles, com¬ 
prising a district inhabited by 20,000 
people. From every quarter have come 
fugitives who escaped the flames, 
many of them badly burned. 

Scores are missing and are believed 
to have fled terror-stricken into the 
wilderness. They possibly survived the 
fire, but are believed to have died 
from exhaustion. Some of the sur¬ 
vivors tell of stumbling over bodies 
of those who had run before them 
and died on the way. 

The first trainload of dead and in¬ 
jured has reached Cobalt.

An investigation of the Brussels 
conference of steel men, which, it has 
been predicted, may bring about an in¬ 
ternational combination to control the 
steel of the world, will be undertaken 
by the Department of Justice in Wash¬ 
ington. 

The State Department denies that 
any representations have been , made 
to Germany in regard to that country’* 
activity in Morocco. The United 
States is still holding aloof from 
the present imbroglio, adhering 
strictly to the reservation which this 
country signed at the Algeciras Con¬ 
vention, in which it was stated that 
America was not concerned with the 
policy of the African empire. 

To celebrate the choice of San Fran¬ 
cisco for the Panama Exposition of 
1915, former San Francisco residents 
of Portland and those who have their 
homes in the hay city, hut who are 
visiting there, plan to hold a monster 
gathering at Oaks Park, Portland, 
next Friday evening. 

A lively clearing of the ways for the 
passage of the unamended Canadian 
reciprocity hill by the voting down of 
the Cummins and Simmons amend¬ 
ments and continued discussion and 
action on other provisions in connec¬ 
tion with the bill will keep the U. S. 
Senate busy all week. 

The 40,000 odd rural free delivery 
carriers in the United States are to 
receive salary increase as a result of 
a decision reached by Postmaster- 
General Hitchcock. The order will 
provide for the disbursement during 
the current fiscal year of $4,000,000, 
which will mean an increase of $100 
over the present salary of $900 for all 
carriers on standard routes.

Charles Jefferson, strong man 
twenty-five years ago for Barnum 
Bailey, who used to pose for St. Gan- 
dens and other sculptors, dropped 
dead of apoplexy on Wednesday night 
in New York.

The open 
ing meeting promises to be a memor¬ 
able one, as the best horses that are 
to be campaigned on the Coast are to 
be nominated, and excellent time can 
be expected, as the Alameda County 
track is fast this year.

Very repentant and apparently 
fairly fit, Ben Henderson, pitcher for 
the Beavers, has arrived in Portland, 
reported to McCredie, and made sol¬ 
emn promises for future conduct. 


Captain Fabroni of the Carabineers 
of Naples, who has been investigating 
the Camorra for years, took the wit¬ 
ness stand July 11th and denounced 
the organization as the greatest of all 
criminal associations. He proved an 
exceptional witness, facing the prison¬ 
ers in the cage without a tremor, and 
giving testimony which embraced the 
doings of the Camorra almost from the 
beginning of its history. 

The chief object of the organization, 
he said, is blackmail and usury. A 
typical example was found in the 
Camorrist Danna, ostensibly a cobbler, 
who collected $160,000. Special mem¬ 
bers of the association, he said, intro¬ 
duce youths to women who take them 
to gambling places where they lose 
their money and run into debt. Then 
the usurer completes the work. Erri- 
cone, the alleged leader of the Camor- 
rists, continued the witness, was on 
trial on such a charge. 

“But he was acquitted,” shouted 
Lawyer Bovio, for the defense. 

“Everybody knows what acquittals 
mean in cases in which the Camorra is 
concerned,” retorted Fabroni; “be¬ 
sides, the lawyer defending Erricone 
was the brother of the President of the 
court who acquitted him.” 



An attempt by M. Jaures, the So¬ 
cialist leader, to force a debate in the 
French Chamber of Deputies on the 
matter of German intervention in Mor¬ 
occo failed, the Chamber, upon the 
request of the Government, voting 476 
to 77 to postpone the discussion in¬ 
definitely. 

The funeral of the late Queen Dow¬ 
ager of Portugal, Maria Pia, was wit¬ 
nessed hy 200,000 persons. King Vic¬ 
tor Emanuel and Queen Helena, the 
Dowager Queen Margherita, the Queen 
Mother Amelie, the Duke of Oporto, 
Prince Louis Napoleon, Princess Le- 
titia, stepmother of the Duke of the 
Abruzzi, and the Crown Prince of Bul¬ 
garia were present. 

Emilio Vasquez Gomez will resign 
in a few days as Secretary of the 
Interior, according to Francisco I. 
Madero. Upon him has fallen the re¬ 
sponsibility of restoring normal con¬ 
ditions in the states of Mexico, and 
his failure to do this promptly has 
given a faction of the Maderists an 
opportunity to demand his removal.

DECADENT NATION

But France has not yet fallen, and the 
latest statistics regarding births and 
deaths in that republic would seem to 
have the effect of still further prolong¬ 
ing the event to some unknown but 
probably far-off period in the future. 

The vital records for 1910 show that 
depopulation in France has at last 
been checked, although not through 
an increased birth rate, in this respect 
the figures are discouraging rather 
than otherwise, since the number of 
births ten years ago was 827,297, or 
52,939 more than last year. The gain 
lias been made through a decrease in 
the number of deaths, which was 149 - 
714 less than for twelve months with 
which the preceding decade began. 
The birth rate in France in 1900 was 
21.2, and the death rate 21.9 per thou¬ 
sand, indicating at that time an even¬ 
tual extinction of the nation if the re¬ 
spective rates were continued. The 
birth rate last year had declined to 
19.7 per thousand; but the still 
further decline in the death rate to 
17.9 per thousand left a margin of 
clear gain that adds not only to pres¬ 
ent actual numbers, but gives promise 
of marked advance in the aggregate 1 
population of the future, if not in the 
percentage of birtlnj to the number of i 
inhabitants. Even more than that can 
be said from a standpoint of nationa 
healllifulness, since the net result is ! 
more satisfactory "than would have 
been indicated by an increase through 
higher birth rate and no diminution 
in the percentage of deaths. 

While available statistics do not 
touch upon that point, it may be safe¬ 
ly assumed that the preservation of 
life has been largely mattitained in the 
ranks-of infancy, since mortality tig- 


of an enormous indemnity, long since 
lifted; nor is any other nation now 
able lo show a record of savings among 
its working people compared to that 
ol the French artisans and laborers. 
That the shining figures of the nation 
have in the realms of literature and 
art often given evidence of a degree of 
abandon closely approaching to 
degeneracy cannot be denied. But 
that these represent the race at large, 
however proud it may be of its leaders, 
is open to question. Family for 
family, the French people are doubt¬ 
less as discreet and domestically inclin¬ 
ed as are the English or the Americans.
